Immediately Korman goes 
into his Bronx accent as he answers Buddy Hackett. “In 
here Buddy.”

Korman returns to his regular voice as he talks about 
his changing image. He says that his future will surely 
include comedy but “‘I want to do a lot more than com- 


edy. I think people will see me in a new light, as an ac-. 


tor. I hope that the industry will begin to regard me as 
more than a comedian.” 


He did the Carol Burnett Show for ten successful 
years and says he feels that it was time for the show to 
be over when it ended last season. “‘I just felt that we 
had kind of done that show already. We did it ten years. 
It’s very hard doing a show every week. I thought our 
average was very good in keeping up the quality level.” 


He continues that he doesn’t ever hope do anything 
as good as far as variety shows. ‘I mean you just don’t 
find Carol Burnett, Vicki Lawrence and Tim Conway 
lying around somewhere. It was a magnificent ex- 
perience. As with all magnificent experiences in your 
life, there’s got to be a time when it’s in a sense com- 
plete. I thought it was time for that to be over and to 
move on. 


In moving on, Korman has exciting prospects on the 
horizon. His face lights up as he explains, emphasizing 
with his hands, about the future. *‘I really want to do 
films. I want to get more involved — not just to be an 
actor but to do projects in directing, producing and

He wants to branch out from what he did on the 
Carol Burnett Show, Korman says. “‘In doing variety 
shows you're working in sketches. And I really want to 
stop sketching and do more detailed, colorful things. 


Though he talks of going on, Korman refers to the 
show with nostalgia. He came off the Danny Kaye 
Show in 1967 to be picked up by Carol Burnett soon af- 
ter. “‘When they were putting the show together she 
said, ‘Let’s get a Harvey Korman type-a guy that does 
that kind of stuff.” Nobody fit the bill so Carol said,

‘Why don’t we just call him? 


It is kind of unusual to come off one show where you 
have been identified with a particular performer and go 
on to another where you serve the same purpose,” Kor- 
man says, “but the variety field is a very special one.” 


Korman says that working on the Carol Burnett 
Show was different than most other shows. ‘‘As we 
walked into the rehearsal hall for the very first rehearsal 
for the very first show in 1967, I remember Carol said 
to all of us, ‘It doesn’t matter whether the show is good, 
whether we suceed or fail. Let’s all just love each other 
and have fun.’” 


Korman says he has found that same attitude with 
the Osmonds. “It’s very homelike and very comfor- 
table. There are none of those ego things, tantrums and 
temperment stuff, which is just a sign of insecurity. 
There are performers who are difficult so that the job 
becomes more stressed then it has to be.”’ Korman says 
wit with the Osmonds there is none of that. 

e has enjoyed coming to Utah for the taping, he 
says. “I’ve never been to Utah before. It’s just beautiful 


here. The people have treated me very well. And of 


course whenever I’m around Hackett there’s a lot of 
laughs. We’ve just been having fun.”’

and Marie Show together as a promotion for an Abbott 
and Castello movie they did together to be aired Noy. 
15. “As it turns out it will be on before the Donny and 
Marie Show but I’m really glad I came.” 


Talking about the new style of comedy, Korman ad- 
mits that he tends to be conventional. “Saturday Night 
Live, while it’s done very well and they’re very clever, 
doesn’t make me laugh as much as Chaplin or Laurel 
and Hardy. I guess I’m kind of a:tradionalist when it 
comes to comedy.” 


There is always a little bit of Harvey Korman in each 
one of his characters, he says. ‘I’m always in there 
somewhere.” 


He doesn’t have a particular favorite but does feel 
more comfortable “‘with characters that are a little 
larger than life, on the bizarre side. When I have to be 
myself, when it’s just natural, that’s more difficult,” he 
says. 


Korman expl 
their own life they’ 


s that if each person will examine 
nd that “the hardest thing in the 


“world to be is honest, truthful, relaxed and yourself. 


We're so used to pretending and acting in our lives. We 
really never say what we mean.” 

He says that people pretend and stay behind their 
act. “Somewhere back there about four levels is who we 
really are. And that’s very hard to be. It requires telling 
the truth and being honest with people and that’s dif- 
ficult whether it’s on stage or in life.” 

Skrunching up his face, Korman goes on to explain 
what kind of particular characters he likes. ‘‘I like to do 
mean, rotten, violent characters like German Gestapo 
people. Also I like to do things with dialects. Some I 


find are very difficult. I have to sit down and kind of 


work it out.’’ But he says what he Jikes most is to “hide 
behind costumes, wigs, mustaches, beards and be larger 
than life.” 

Korman continues that sometimes he gets very 
selfish about performing and doesn’t feel any respon- 
sibility to his audience. ‘I think more about what is go- 
ing to bring me satisfaction. But I think I’m getting 
more to the point where what will bring me satisfaction 
is what the audience will enjoy.” 


He becomes reflective as he adds, ‘I want to share 
with them (the audience) more than just being a sketch 
comedian — to share with them what I’ve learned 
about life, people, relationships and love. That includes 
funniness. The context of funniness includes a lot of 
tragedy.” From the way he says it one can tell that he is 
aman who has known both the laughter and the tears.

The floor was piled with stacks of campaign flyers, 
and 25-foot red and blue banners fill one back room. A 
dozen noisy kids gathered in the hallway, waiting to be 
told where to distribute flyers. 

One desk, slightly battered, hugs a wall with a year- 
at-a-glance calendar. The only other picture is an 8-by- 
10 color portrait of Jed Richardson. A four-month 
scheduling board sits on the desk, smeared with 
scheduled meetings, creating a confusion that leaves 
Richardson 90 minutes late for the interview. 

Richardson finds the campaign “hectic, but no more 
difficult than coaching debate,” a job he held at BYU 
for 23 years. He was also public relations offieer to the 
late BYU Pres. Ernest L. Wilkinson. 

Richardson decided to seek election because ‘*People 
were beginning to ask, ‘Where are the solutions to the 
problems?’ I said for years I would never run for an of- 
fice, but we’ve been watching things in Washington and 
they haven’t been doing any improving so | jumped in.” 

His campaign literature charges McKay with voting 
for higher taxes and more inflation on seven different 
issues, including social security taxes, congressional pay 
increases, and increasing the national debt limit.

“As long as Mr. McKay will not lay the facts on

Richardson said. 


Richardson favors the Kemp-Roth tax cut bill, a bill 
McKay calls a ‘“‘disaster,” and says McKay’s 
philosophy on tax cuts are not the solutions to the 
problems. “Congress is tied up continually with tax 
cuts for special interest groups. Let’s give it across the 
board through Kemp-Roth,” Richardson said. 

Richardson considers Utah County, which holds 48 
percent of the voters in the 2nd Congressional District, 
his area of strongest support, followed by Box Elder 
and Cache counties. He believes Weber County will go 
to McKay with Davis County a toss-up. 

He credits name association with McKay’s repeated 
success in largely Republican Utah County. “They 
associate him with the prophet (David O. McKay),” 
Richardson said, “but the people are beginning to 
realize that association doesn’t. carry.” 

Richardson believes voter turn-out for the November 
elections will show the voters feelings. ‘‘It is not apathy; 
it is hopelessness.” A low turn-out is expected to favor 
Richardson. 

He believes his biggest obstacle to winning the elec- 
tion. is lack of exposure. “As long as Mr. McKay will 
not lay the facts on the table, I have to do the ex- 
posure,” Richardson said. 

Richardson returned several times to the issue of in- 
flation and government regulation, ‘‘Whether you like 
it or not, you got an I] percent tax increase this year. 
It's the meanest increase in tax there is. People on a 
fixed income are stuck.” 

“Government spending must be cut but must also be 
accompanied by a tax cut,’ Richardson said, adding 
that he favors a constitutional amendment that would 
cut deficit spending to zero. 

The Committee on Political Education (COPE) of 
the AFL-CIO described Richardson as the 
“handpicked maiden of Orrin Hatch,” an description 
Richardson finds amusing. “Orrin Hatch and I are 
both against big labor and power grabs,” Richardson 
said, ‘‘although labor has done some good things for 
workers, but Sen. Hatch and I do not always see eye-to- 
eye.” Richardson served as a consultant to Sen. Hatch’s 
successful bid to unseat incumbent Democrat Frank 
Moss in 1976 and received encouragement from Hatch 
to run for the House position.

“There is no more autonomy in the local government 
level. The City and the State are wards of the federal 
government.” 

The speaker is Robert T. Owens, American Party 
candidate for the First Congressional district seat held 
by Gunn McKay. 

Owens was born and educated in Idaho. He has a 
B.S. in history from the University of Utah. During his 
life he has worked in construction, been a seminary 
teacher, sold computers.and now works for Logan City. 

He first became involved with politics in 1960 when 
he and his wife attended a Republican mass meeting. 

“We were appalled at how few people were actually 
involved,’ Owens said. ‘‘The whole election process 
seemed to be controlled and decided by a small 
minority of the community so that when the election 
time came, there just wasn’t much of a choice left for 
the voters. We decided then to get involved and be bet- 
ter citizens.” 

He first became involved with the American Party 
when in Logan. “I was impressed with their permanent 
ideals of constitutionality and the foundation of a chris- 
tian nation.” 

“While I have been involved in local government I 
have seen that the Federal dollar has an intensive im- 
pact on local governments,” he said. “To talk with 
leaders on the local level is not effective. I have come to 
realize that we need to work on the federal level to get 
government to see that federal money is not the answer 
to all problems.

‘‘We need to convince the people of the wisdom of less 
government control and interference.” 

When asked about his chances for election on Nov. 
7, Owens drew a parallel to a former presidential can- 
didate: 

‘Norman Thomas was a perennial candidate for 
president on the Socialist Party ticket. When he finally 
quit running, he was asked why. His answer was that 
the Republican and Democratic parties had adopted 
his programs and there was no more need.to run. 

“If we can continue to bring our ideas in front of the 
people and show them that the solutions to their 
problems lies not with government, but with a closer 
adherence to the constitution, then we can see the 
national parties begin to accept and adopt our ideals.” 

“I feel strongly that we have to solve the problem of 
inflation. President Carter’s announcement isn’t going 
to solve inflation. The drop in the value of the dollar 
showed us that. Government now is only.shadow box- 
ing with the symptoms of inflation. I feel the Liberty 
Amendment attacks the core of the inflation problem.” 

The Liberty amendment calls for the gradual return 
to private enterprise of all the businesses that the 
government now runs, Owens said. This would 
decrease the federal budget by 50 percent. Then by 
eliminating the income tax, federal revenue would be 
reduced by 42 percent. The consumer would have 20 
percent more take-home pay and the government 
would be better off by 8 percent. 

Owens and his wife, the former Evelyn Wilson of Salt 
Lake City, have eight childen and one Indian foster 
child. He currently serves as the Bishop of a single stu- 
dents’ ward at Utah State University.

Mckay seeks 
re-election

Gunn McKay representative of Utah’s Ist. Con- 
gressional District is seeking re-election Tuesday, as 
citizens throughout the state go to the polls. 


McKay is attempting to fill his fifth term in Con- 
gress. He was elected to Congress in 1970 after having 
served as an assistant to Utah’s ex-governor Calvin 
Rampton. In congress he serves as a member of the 
House Appropriations Committee. 


“The appropriation committee is one of the three 
most powerful committees in Congress and I am the 
first congressman from Utah to be on that committee,’ 
McKay said. 


In 1977 McKay became the chairman of the Military 
Construction Appropiations Subcommittee making 
him the shortest tenured congressman to serve as chair- 
man of a major subcommittee. He is also a member of 
the Interior Subcommittee where he is the second rank- 
ing Democratic member on that committee. 


During the 95th Congress he was elected president of 
the United Democrats of Congress, a coalition of 100 
moderate Democratic members of the House. 


When asked about AFL-CIO President George 
Meany’s request, that president Carter invoke man- 
datory controls on wages and prices, McKay said, 
“When mandatory controls were inforced following 
World War II, the black market just went wild. You’re 
going to have to have a4pretty extreme situation before 
wage and price controls are going to be effective.” 
_Inflation is caused by the attitude of the American 
public McKay feels. He tells of an aquaintance who

And a major obstacle to normaliza- 
tion is the island of Taiwan, a bitter 
thorn in the communists’ side, Taiwan 
since the late 1950’s has allowed Mor- 
mon missionaries. 

Some of the stipulations the Chinese 
have placed on normalizing relations. 
with the U.S. are complete pullout of 
U.S. military from Taiwan, nullification 
of the U.S. — Taiwan defense treaty,and 
breaking of formal relations with 
Taiwan. 

Compliance with these terms would 
seriously damage the United States’ 
credibility world-wide. 

It would also place the Church in an 
uncomfortable position. Americans, in- 
cluding missionaries, would become un- 
popular in Taiwan, 

“The Church cannot go down on 
record as being against Communist 
China,” says Ferguson. Other Protes- 
tant organizations have actively lobbied 
against Communist. China. ‘‘Taiwan 
could say to the Church, ‘Where were 
you when all this was-going on?” 

Although the danger of losing Taiwan 
is ever present, it is not a crucial issue 


now for normalization, says Hyer. “A 
military takeover of Taiwan is low 
priority for Peking.” Defense against 


Russia is the big concern of both the Un- 
ited States and China. It is possible that 
‘hina will let the issue of Taiwan ride 
while still normalizing relations. 

Aside from current political obstacles, 
cultural prejudice against Western mis- 
sionaries could be a stumbling block. In 
the midst of the struggle to resist the on- 
slaught of Western modernity, ‘‘were the 
everpresent foreign churches. This is not 
forgotten. Foreign missionaries are 
associated with the humiliation of 
China,” says Williams, referring to the 
failures of the old traditional ways in the 
modern world. 

“China has a very small number of 
Ghristians, adds -fergus gn. 


“Christianity has not succeeded there. 


The communists have convinced them 
that Buddhism and Taoism are not the 
answer. We have-to convince them 
Christianity is.” ‘ 
Defining the gospel is a difficult 
problem for a church that has been 
traditionally anti-communist. To 
become a world-wide church is to say a 
person can be a Latter-day Saint and live 
under the rule of a communist country. 
“The only thing we’re worried about 
at ‘this point is their spiritual well- 
being,” says Ferguson. é 
religion is the only thing we want. 


” 


Chinese for the Chinese 


Because of the Chinese prejudice 
against Western missionaries, the major 
success in missionary work will have to 
be done by Chinese members. ‘‘When we 
convince the communists that it will bea 
Chinese church for the Chinese, it may 


work. But it will have to be done by the 
Chinese — not’.westerners,’’ says 
Ferguson. 

“Chinese for the Chinese’ poses 


another dilemma. Hong Kong has fairly 
friendly relations with the mainland and 
Chinese members in Hong Kong are 
allowed to go to the mainland to visit 
relatives, However, the national 
language of Hong Kong, Cantonese, is a 
mere dialect on the mainland. The bulk 
of native church members who speak 
Mandarin, Communist China’s official 
language, are on Taiwan. The bitter feud 
between the two countries makes 
Taiwan citizens the last people who 
would be allowed to preach in China. 

Mormons in Taiwan believe that they 
will someday be allowed to return to the 
mainland to spread the gospel. In light 
of the current political situation, though, 
the possibilities are dim. 

Nevertheless, Church authorities have 
placed the responsibility heavily on 
Western church members, specifically 
members who have served missions in 
Asia, to take the gospel to the Chinese. 


Preparing a beachhead 
Elder Gordon B. Hinckley, of the 
Quorum of the Twelve, who was in 
charge of the Far East for years, told a

group of missionaries in. Kaohsiung, 
Taiwan, a year ago, “We are preparing a 
beachhead from which someday the 
gospel will be spread further, a place 
where the experience gained by the hun- 
dreds of missionaries will someday bear 
fruit, not only here, but elsewhere ... We 
are laying a foundation upon which the 
kingdom of God among the Chinese 
people will be built.” 

Mission presidents in Taiwan and 
Hong Kong urge missionaries to con- 
tinue their study of China when they 
return home, 

But “the average member of the 
Church knows little about anything but 
Western tradition,” says Durrant. ‘‘We 
need to change our attitude and acquire 
knowledge. Can we really put our arm 
around a Chinese and say we love him, 
not because he is like us but because he 
is who he is? We do not go into the 
world only to teach. We go into the 
world to learn from others — everything 
that is virtuous and of good report.” 

The Church has around 70 native 
Chinese missionaries at the present time. 
Looking at the Chinese missions from a 
historical perspective, they have 
progressed rapidly in their twenty years 
of existence. All of the standard works 
and other major church books have been 
translated into Chinese. 

But, says Hyer, the church is still “‘not 
very well-prepared. The general mem- 
bership of the Church is very uninfor- 
med about China. We have a large num- 
ber of returned missionaries. Some are 
involved, but many of them largely 
ignore China. They have an emotional 
attachment, but they do not study it.” 


Anvil of prayer 


Nevertheless, says Williams, the 
Church will be ready when the time 
comes. ‘‘Was the Church ready for giv- 
ing the priesthood to the blacks?” 

“We have to pray, but we ought to 
-pray for ourselves. The product of our 
prayer will be a love and sympathy that 
ill grow among Church members and 
be seen, maybe even by the com- 
munists. We'll be ready, but we will have 
beaten ourselves on the anvil of prayer.”
